New in 1983

‘of major development of public facilities. As 
‘of now news of the park will centre around 
programs and services that we have to offer 
you. In this vein we have two novelties this 
year: the first pertains to our registration and 
lake allocation process for sport fishing. The 
allocation of lakes now results from draws 
held each moming at both visitor reception 
centres and at the campgrounds’ amphithea- 
tres.

The 
second novelty touches the registration pro- 
tess for camping in the three conventional 
campgrounds, Registration is now held at the 
two visitor reception centres located at the park 
entrances.

TOURISM AND THE ECONOMY: 
TEN YEARS OF IMPACT 


by Alain Charlebois 


Close to fifty millions in investments and 
nearly two millions visitors, those are the 
figures after the first ten years of existence 
of La Mauricie National Park. 

Representing one of the 48 distinct natural 
region of our Canadian Heritage, La Mauricie 
National Park welcomes each year thousand 
of Visitors who come here for recreational 
purposes while discovering the beauty and 
richness of the Laurentisn fauna and flora. 

It did not take long before the public re~ 
sponse made itself felt, and the Park was 
invaded by thousands of enthausiastic visitors 
in ever-increasing numbers. 

From 50.000 visitor-days* in 1972, the 
attendance climbed to over 400 000 in 1982; 
from @ few thousand overnight visitors then, 
campers accounted for 120000 person- 
nights last year In addition, the Park now 
sees nearly 50000 people come to discover 
nature in Winter by cross-country skiing, 
snowshoeing of even camping. More than 
15000 fishermen come to tempt the park's 
trout. In order to better Understand the nature 
surrounding them, about 35 000 visitors par- 
ticipate in the different interpretive activities 
each year. In summary, over these ten years, 
we have witnessed a truly remarkable re- 
sponse from the public to thelr park! 


* A vistlor-day is the number of day a visitor spends 
In the park. If a visitor spends three days in the 
park, we tlk about three vistor-days

Who are these outdoor enthousiasts, these 
nature lovers? During the summer, most bf 
them (74%) come from the Trois-Rivieres 
administrative district most of them spend 
several hours in the park picnicking, hiking 
‘or just relaxing. The park recruits 18% of its 
clientele in the Montréal segion; thése people 
stay much longer, an average of three days. 
Finally, 3% of visitors come from outside the 
province; remaining park users reside in the 
other regions of Québec 

Nearly all of our visitors are francophone 
(98%); they come mainly in groups of three 
‘or four adults. For most (91%), the park is the 
principal destinatlorr of their trip. Only 21% of 
Visitors are in the park for the first time: the 
others estimate that they come back six or 
seven times @ summer. And, the closer the 
Wisitors live to the park, the more often they 
Use its facilities. Thus, those who can get here 
by car in less than half an hour come back 
more than ten times a summer.

Ts Influx of tourists cannot fail to generate 
an appreciable economic impact. Indeed, due 
to the presence of the park alone, it has been 
estimated that visitors spent as much as 3,9 
million in 1982. Transportation, food and 
beverages accounted for the lion's share of 
ths, totalling 1.73 and 1,5 million, respecti- 
Yely. Year-round jobs created) directly and 
indirectly by visitor's expenditures are esti 
mated at more than 200. 

What is even more interesting IS that. of 
this amount, 1.45 million is spendin admia- 
‘Strative district 04 by Visitors coming from 
elsewhere. This means that the regional 
economy has seen and continues to see 4 
substantial influx of capital. S 

In order to welcome all these visitors, while 
keeping the park intact for future generations, 
Parks Canada has invested <ome 41 million 
‘cover the past ten years to develop the Park 
—a development now nearly complete. These 
Investments created an average of 210 year- 
round Jobs during this period. of which 87 
were cfeated directly by the Park. 


Finally, services offered to the public— 
security, maintenance, conservation and park 
administration (in other words the annual 
‘operating expenses) — demanded an outlay 
in the order of 1,7 million in 1982, of which 
a third went for the purchase of goods and) 
services. It is estimated that these purchases 
generated ninety (90) year-round jabs. Among 
its employees, Parks Canada counts thirty 
permanent staff, and adds about sixty more 
during the peak viSitation season, for a total 
of about fifty person-years annually. 

In the short term, the half-million visitor 
days and the operating and investment outlay 
‘of La Mauricie National Park will generate 
10 million in expenditures in the economy 
each year, thus allowing the year-round em- 
ployment of nearly 600 persons. Besides, 
and justas important. the park allows hundreds 
‘of thousands of people to quench thelr thirst 
for relaxation in a peaceful natural environ- 
ment 


CONSERVATION VERSUS CTILIZATION

Fulfilling Parks Canada’s conservation 
mandate Imposes on the managers of La 
Mauricle National Park the obligation to 
constanlly seek solutions to a fundamental 
dilemma: the long terme protection of the 
natural environment ofthe park while allowing 
for 4n éver increasing number of vistors to 
enjoy it Which may eventually cause environ- 
mental détenoration 

Despite the existence of a national park 
management plan, itis necessary to evaluate 
the possible Impacts of facilities'and services 
offered to visitors so as to identily. and solve 
problems pertaining to each and everyone 
of them. 

The park, which is almost completely 
developed, is now entering its second decade 
‘of existence and the emphasis has been 
placed on the consolidation of its infrastruc- 
tures and services. THe year 1983-84 fs an 
important turning point in this reqard since 
great efforts will be made to improve the 
quality of the services offered to visitors and of 
many facilities of the park. 

You will therefore be able to realize during 
your visit of the park, that some particular 
Works will be carried out that new operational 
procedures have been instituted In order to 
better meet our protecti6n objectives and 
improve your own park experience 

AS an example, we have initiated| in 1983- 
84 an environment management and impro- 
Vement project of Wapizagonke campground 
and its adjacent day-use area, The project. 
which will extend over a three year period, 
is made necessary because of soil and vege- 


tation degradation due to an intensive use of 
the area, The project aims essentially at rear 
Tanging in a more functional way most of 
the campsites and to make selective cuts of 
‘overmature and sick trees In order to facilitate 
the natural regeneration of the forest cover. 
The day-use area willldlso be redeveloped so 
as to cieate more widely open and’ groosy 
areas which will be more resistant to heavy 
use, 


Back-country management and use will 
stille be carried on according to the approved 
plan. The construction and) improvement of 
hiking trails, portages and campsites will con- 
tinue. Past years experience of a high back- 
country Use on a relatively small! area has 
led us to reconsider the type of service facilities 
and management procedures with the intent 
‘of making them more suitable to the needs 
of both Visitors and resources protection. This 


explains why we had to recourse to measu 
such as the prohibition of open camp fires, 
the restriction and control of the number of 
campers on each site, the precise délineation 
‘of campsites, the construction of boardwalk 
along trails and portages. the construction of 
piers, ete 

In addition and in spite of budaet restraints, 
we have ensured that the quality of services 
to the public be improved. For the first time 
in 1983-84, the new visitor reception and Inter- 
pretation center wil be in full operation at the 
StJean-des-Piles entrance. Besides the usual 
reception services. you will find an interpreta- 
tion exhibit along with 8 multifunctional room 
where various audio-visual shows and exhibits 
will take place. 

Finally another service. which we hope to. 
have improved the operation of, deals with the 
registration procedures for camping and 
fishing. The new procedures aim at eliminating 
as much as possible long delays, queues 
‘and congestion at the various registration 
stations. You can learn more about the details 
‘of the procedures by asking the visitor service 
attendants and we hope that you will under- 
stand their usefulness and necessity. Your 
cooperation and’ pertinent suggestions will 
be greatly appreciated. 

The dilemma between the protection and 
use of a: national park is not an easy one to 
solve and requires constant efforts. We believe 
that we are on the: right way and hope that 
you will understand and appreciate the efforts

IF you are a frequent park user you will, 
have noticed the progressive detenoration 
of this natural environment in less than 
5 years. A study, made in 1981, confirmed 
these observations made by visitors as will 
as park personnel, The problem areas can 
be grouped in the following manner. 

—the forest cover, which has reached 
matunty i in a poor state due to damage 
and/or sickness ond could now be 
considered’ risk to the park Visitor. 

—the new growth is not abundant and as 
such will not permit re-arowth of the 
forest 


the type oficampsites made available has 
‘accelerated “the deterioration of the 
ground and vegetation by the campers.

On the basis of information obtained in 
this study, coftective measures have been 
undertaken. These measures include the 
cutting down of, diseased or dead trees, 
reconstruction of certain sites, plantation 
‘of trees and shrubs, placement of barriers 
in order to control vehicular circulation as 
well as the development of hew trails. 

These corrective measures will take place 
over the riext three years and should be 
completed in the fall of 1986

CHANGES IN FISHING AND ) CAMPING 


How would you like to take a tripin the back- 
country? What Is the back-country? It's all 
the area of the park not accessible by motor 
vehicle 

Since the park's opening, more than 
$] million has been=invested to make our 
beautiful back-country accessible and safe 
to the public. To protect the natural environ- 
ment, primitive campsites, portages and 
hiking trails have been built and signs and 
pit toilets installed. They’ are all available 
in order that you may enjoy your visit “off 
the beaten track.” 

Ifyou wish to S.CUBA dive, fish or camp 
in the back-counuy, you must obtain a back- 
country permit at the Visitor Reception 
Centres. SCUBA diving is permitted in 
Lakes Wapizagonke, Edouard and Caribou 
only. 

You must have a National Park licence in 
order to fish in any of the thirty-six available 
lakes and rivers. Nearly 50 km of portage trails 
are maintained, linking the lakes one to 
another. 


In’ 1983, special attention is being given 
to the improvement of portage and hiking 
trails. In addition, some of the cross- 
country ski trails will be made available 
for hiking: signposts are being: erected’ to 
help you find your way along various routes, 
At the moment, fifty-s& primitive campsites 
are available for canoe-campers. However, 
please note that starting this year some 
primitive sites on Lake Wapizagonke will be 
temporarily closed, to allow repair of damage 
caused by heavy use. We regret any incon 
venience this may cause, but the work is 
essential to maintain the environmental 
quality of these sites. 

It is possible to plan a back-country tip 
to suit every taste, whether you prefer hiking 
or, canoeing. The personnel at the Visitor 
Reception Centres will be happy to help you 
plan your itinerary.

Now that you know a little bit about the 
richness of life in a lake, you may wonder 
what happens to all these organisms once 
dead. Don't worry! The bacteria are there to 
clean up by decomposing the dead matter intq 
nutritive elements which will be then taken 
back by the microscopic algae. The cycle Is 
complete! However, if a link in the chain ever 
happens to disappear because of pollution 
for instance, the entire equilibrium of this en- 
vironment would be in danger, This is why 
it is so important to protect not only the 
quality of water but also the quality of sedi- 
‘ments, without omitting the plants of the shore: 
all these elements are essential for the survival 
of the fauna of lakes, We haven't talked yet 
about the leeches, worms, fresh-water sponges 
and clams, water mites, crayfish, frogs, turtles 
and a multitude of other aquatic organisms, 
without including all the mammals and 
which frequent the lakes, This e1 
so complex that this article only scratch the 
surface. . 

The park offers you the opportunity to know 
more about the residents of our lakes. During 
your stay at La Mauricie National Park, come 
and meet a park naturalist at the beach on 
Wapizagonke and Edward Lakes.
